The Duke of Kent. 





Bhe Dukedom of Kent, recently | 


bestowed by His Majesty on H.R. 
H. Prince George is of particular 
interest to Canadians because jhe 
last holder of the title played an 
important part in Canadian his 
tory nearly a century and a half 
ago. In 1799 the Dukedom was 
conferred upon the fourth son of 
George III, Edward Augustus, 
who was also Duke of Strathe- 
arn. The Duke -of Kent, the 
father of Queen Victoria, came 
to Canada in 191 to take command 
of a regiment of Fusiliers, and 
made his home at Kent House, 
above Montmoreney Falls, now fa- 
m liar to discriminating tourists as 
a hotel operated by the. Shawini- 


gan Water and Power Company. | 


A town house situated on Grande 
Alle, Quebee, is also still stand. 
ing and is one of the historical 
attractions of the provincial ¢a- 
pital. The Duke served for some 
tines in the West Indies, but af 
terwards returned to Canada and 
was stationed for some years al 
Halifax.. From 1799 to 1800 the 
Duke was Commander-in-Chief of 
the forces in British North Ame 
rica, afterwards hecoming 
ernor of Gibraltar and being 
promoted in 1805 to the rank of 
field-marshal. Princes Edward 
Island was named after him and 
among other facts recalled of him 
is h’s suggest.on of a plan for 
ihe federation of the British 
North America colonies.

yards. Saw enemy sap. Heard 
Germans working. Was out two 
hours. No enemy patrols.’’ 

Major Squibbs, the company 
commander, would read this episfle 
to the Romang and shout for the 
sergeant. ‘“‘Why the hell don’t 
you use your lead, pencil more?’’ 
he would shout. ‘‘How did you ad- 
vance forty yards? Walk? Crawl? 
Run? Swim? Where was this sap 
you found? Were the Huns in it? 
Was it a new one? What—where 
—blast it, man, wake up. Go wr'te 
out a report of everything, some- 
thing I can understand. 

And Sergeant Buck would spend 
the rest of the time till stand to, 
sucking a stubby lead pene‘] and 
sighing, now and then making a 
jumbled disjointed statement. 

‘‘Johnson,’’ said Buck, after the 

interview at headquarters, ‘‘from 
now On you're a company scout 
You don’t do any gas guard or 
day sentry, and to night you’ll go 
out with me to a big shell hole 
on tke right. We're going to try 
and locate a Heiniq machine gun 
post and....”’

“Enemy Trench. Hostile parties 
seemed contmually on the move in 
the enemy trench, At last two 
companies of soldiers were there 
on sentry duty, Flare-light firers 
established, at ten yard intervals. 
Germans are of a large Statute and 
beheved to be special unit of Prus- 
sians Guards. 

“Condition of Enemy ‘Trench. 
Strongly wired, strongly cons- 
structed, strongly manned. 

‘“Work on Enemy Trench. Se- 
vera] working parties at diferent 
points. Sounds of shovelling, of 
hammering, and sawing. Would 
estimate that a battery emplace- 
ment is beng constructed for use 
in a surprise attack. Several noi- 
ses L.kg the installing of gas pro- 
jectors, Would suggest that a spe- 
cial alertness for gas be maintain- 
ed, 

‘*Hostile Patrols. No hostile pa- 
trols were encountered though se- 
veral were heard passii¢ in the 
rear of the shell crater occupied. |

take the offensive. 

‘Flares Twenty-seven flares 
were shot. up; four of these fa‘l- 
ed. Highest reached an elevation 
est.mated at two hundred feet.
